Man, who is not very ſerious and frequent in the 
Exerciſe of Devotion, ſhould be ever able to live 
a Holy Life ? He may, indeed, by his own Study 
and for his own Intreſt, poſſeſs himſelf of ſuch 
rs Qualities as may make a fair Shew in the 
orld, and commend him to all about him : 
But the inward principle of Goodneſs and Holi- 
neſs he cannot have; hecavſe he does not prac- 
tice the Means of obtaining the Grace and Spirit 
of God, by which alone that principle is to be 
wrought in him. - the 
But, Let a Man at preſent be in a Good 
State of Soul, yet it is impoſſible to dna; bs 
him ſelfe in that State, without the conſtant Ex- 
erciſe of Devotion. If a Man once begin to 
negle his prayers, or to grow dull and remiſs 
in them, or more averſe to them, it is a certain 
Argument, that he is in a declinmg Condition, 
as to Virtue and Goodneſs. And as that Neglect, 
or that Dulneſs, or that Aver ſion increaſes, in the 
ſame Degree doth the Goodneſs of his Conditi- 
on abate alſo. And when once it is come to that 
paſs with him, that the flame of Devotion is 
quite extinguiſhed in his Heart; ſo that he can 
live, and enjoy himſelf without any Converſe or 
Intercourſe with God in Prayer ; He may from 
that Period, date the Loſs of his Spiritual Life, 
He is reduced to the State of a ſenſual natural 
Man; alive to the World, and to his Luſts, but 
perfectly dead to God, Fi 
The plain Engliſb, is Prayer and Devotion 
is as neceſſary a means to preſerve the Union 
between the Soul and God, in which our Spiri-

ſerve the Union between our Souls and Bodies, 
in which our Narural Life confifts. - And we 
may every whit as reaſonably expect to keep out 
Bodies alive without the conſtant and daily uſe 
of Eating and Drinking, as we can expect to 
keep our Souls alive to God without the conſtant 
and daily exerciſe of Devotion. 
This may, to ſome, appear ſtrange Doctrine; 
but I do believe I may appeal to Kxperience for 
the truth of it. Nay, I dare put the Queſtion 
to any one, that ever took any ſerious Care of 
his Soul, and fircercly endeavour'd to live Virtu- 
ouſly, and to pleaſe God, Whether he hath not 
found the Matter to be ſo as I have repreſented? 
Have not ſuch always found, that ſo long as 
they kept up the Fervour and Vigour of their 
Devotion, fo long as they were conſtant and dili- 


gent in their Prayers, and other Holy Exerciſes, 
bo long nothing could hurt them ? So long they 
have always maintained their Poſt and rather 
grown better then worſe. And tho' they have 
been ſometimes foully overtaken by ſome Sin 
' that they have reſolved againſt, yet the Relapſe 
hath done them no N' iſchief. their Continuance 
in their Prayers hath been an Antidote againſt 
the Malignity of the Gn; and they have preſent- 
iy weather'd it ont, and ſuffer'd no ill Conſe- 
quence by it; but it has rather made them more 
watchful over themſelves' and more careful of 
their Actions afterwards. CEE

always found, that when once they be-

gan to abate of the Fervour of their De- 
votions; when once they began to Pray 
ſeldomer, or with more Coldneſs and In- 
difference; they then begaa to live more 
looſly and careleſsly ; to be more dull 
and ſluggiſh towards every good Work;

of God and Religion hath been in a 

great meaſure worn off from their Spir- 
Its, and they in a manoer b+ve returned 
to a worldly and ſenſual Life? Nay, 
have they not often found, that when it 
has been their Misfortune to break looſe 
from their Duty, and ſink for ſome 
Time into a State of Careleſineſs and 
Forgetfulneſs of God, and of their own 
Vows and Reſolutions, (as it hath ſome- 
times happen'd to very good Men :) I 
ſav, have they not often found, that 
this their going backwards in Goodneſs 
was occalioned purely and ſolely by the

there was no poſſible Reaſon or Ac- 
count to be given of this their Fall ; but 
only, that thio' Slugiſhaets, or ſome 

other Cauſe, they haye neglected to pray

to God ſo earneſtly and ſo frequently as 
they uſed to do ? I am confident a great 
many can ſay this out oftheir ownExpe- 
rience : So that it conecrns every Man, 
that is at preſent in a good Diſpoſition 
of Mind, and hath good Hopes to- 
wards God ; it concerns him, as he loves 
his Soul ; as he would not looſe all the 
Fruits of his paſt Labours and Endea- 
vours in the Service of God; by all Means 

ſfible to keep his Heart in a devout 
ek : And whatever comes of it not 
to grow cold or languid in his Prayers; 
or to omit or diſuſe them, either in Pub 
lick or Private, upon any Pret ence what- 


foever. 


There is this farther to be ſaid for the 
Encouragement of all ſorts of Perſons, 
to perſevere in the practice of this Duty 
namely, that whoever makes Conſcience 
of ſaying his Prayers frequently and 
heartily, and continues fo to do though 
he be not good at preſent, yet it is im- 

fſible for him long to continue bad, 

He will at laſt certainly get the Victory 
over all his Luſts and evil Habits, and 
| attain 
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attain to the Favour of God, and the 
Salvation of his own Soul. This neceſ- 
farily follows from what hath been ſaid, 
A Courſe of Prayer, and a Courſe of 
Sin, cannot ſubſiſt together; one will 
neceſſarily deſtroy the other. Praying 
will either make a Man leave S:nning ( 
as apious Man of our own uſed to ſay,) 
or Sinning will make a Man leave Pray- 
ing. But this is to be underſtood of 
Prayer that is put up to God with great 
Seriouſneſs and Heartineſs, and out of a 
Senſe of Duty and Conſcience. For as 
for thoſe Formal Prayers, that are made 
out of Cuſtom, or upon the account of 
Education, or for the ſerving of ſome 
Worldly Ends of intreſt or Reputation, 
or the like, God reſpecti them no more 
than the impertinent Tattle of Fools, 


All thoſe of us, there fore, that mean 
and deſign to be good, though they are 
not ſo already; let us above all Things, 
take care to mind our Prayers; let us 
pray to God in private; let us pray to 
God with our Families; and let us join 
as oft as we can with the Prayers of
